M ON G the liberal Arts which have adorn'd the World, both in this and the paſt A ges, 
A that of Sculprure has always been highly eſteem'd therein; and this Art among the old 
Romans was ſo near'y allied to Poetry, that it appears doubtful among the Learned whe- 
ther the Poets drew their Deſcriptions from the Works of the Statuaries, or the Statuaries form'd 
their Deſigns from the Deſcriptions of the Poets. 3 
It is indeed generally allow'd, that the Ancients, notwithſtanding all the Diſadvantage under 
which their Performances are now ſeen, far ſurpaſſed the Moderns in the Art of Sculprare: But 
we imagine that this Superiority may eren be diſputed in theſe Sixx Pieces in Relievo mentioned 
in the followin Liſt. In theſe Repreſentations of Scrigrure Tranſafions, the Deſigns are ſo 
Juſt, the Attitudes , the rtions ſo true, and the Drapery ſo flowing and eaſy, that 


ſo — 
Fancy itielf can form nothing of the Kind more Fxcellent : But above all theſe Diſtinctions, the 
Features and Pafiions of the different Ages and Sexes are ſo natural and ſo emphatically repreſented, 
that ar firſt View their various Sefftiments may be diſcover'd from their various Aſpects; the 
ſame Countenances are alſo eaſily known in the different Pieces, .athough repreſented in different 
Paſſions and Circumſtances. The more nearly theſe fine Pieces are inſpected, the more exquifire 


the Workmanſhip appears; and as the ſame Turn of Elegance and Beauty diiplays itſelf through- 
out the Whole, * muſt undoubtedly have been the Labour of one and the ſame Artiſt; a 
Labour of at leaſt twenty Years. : 


It is not therefore ſurprizing that ſuch extraordinary Curioſities were defign'd as a Preſent for 


the French King: For this Purpoſe they were brought from Zima, in the French South-Ses 
on7ps, taken by the Prince Frederick and Duke Privateers, and carried into Briſtol. 


And now theſe beautiful Pieces are exhibited to View at the Place aforeſaid : 
I. Our Saviour eating his laſt Supper with his Diſciples.
